ANSWER. 
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The Falſe and Scandalous Refleftions and Allegations in 
Warner's CasE; and PETITION of the Mayor 
and Furors of Deal. 


HE two firſt Paragraphs relating to Warner's Proje&t, begun without any 
Grant, or Lawful Authority, contrary to the Letters Patents granted to 
Mr. Burditt, and Mr. K:der, in order to deſtroy their Right, having been debated 
and determined already by this Hourable Houſe, will need no further Reply. 

And although Mr. Brrd:tr's Name, as a Promoter of this Undertaking, be firſt men- 
tion'd in the Grant ; his Share, by Agreement, is and was to be but one Fifth Part, after 
all Charges and Expences are deducted ; for by Mr. Rider's Intereſt, and with his Money, 
the ſame was procured, who is not only concerned as a Patentee, but, till his Mortgage 
he ſatisfied, 1s alſo the ſole Proprietor thereof, ia his own Right, and not my Lord 
Griffin's, as is fallly ſuggeſted. 

That the Granting Patents for New Inventions, and Works of this nature, together 
with the liberty to break up High-ways, Strects and Paſſages, for Publick Uſes, notwith- 
ſtanding Warner's Opinion to the contrary, are Rights belonging to the Prerogative of 
the Crown ; and without breaking up the High-ways, Streets and Paſſages between the 
North River and Dea/, the ſaid Town and Port cannot be ſupplied with Freſh Water, 
3 it hath been repreſented to this Honourable Houſe already, when Warner's Bill was 
rejeted, to make way for Mr. Riders. 

It's a ſign of a very bad Cauſe, when falſe and ſcandalous RefleQions and Allegations 
are made uſe of to ſupportit; and of a worſe conſtitution, when Intereſt, which is too 
apt to blind Corporations, cau prevail with them to commit ſuch groſs Miſtakes under 
their Hands, as are contained in the Petition preſented to this Honourable Houſe by the 
Mayor and Jurors of Deal, to obſtruct Mr. Rider's Proceedings. 

But plainer Proofs, and ſtronger Evidence cannot be had to juſtifie the Patentees Pro- 
ceedings, and confute and detect the Falſe and Scandalous Refleftions and Allegations 
m the ſaid Petition and Caſe of Warner's, than the very Propoſals aud Contradts to which 
- they referr themſelves, Subſcribed by One Hundred Sixty Eight of+ the Inhabitants 
of the ſaid Town of De2/, made between Fdmwmd Clifford of Gray:-Im, to whom the 
Patentecs Aſſivned their Intereſt , and the ſaid Subſcribers oaly ; notwithſtanding what 
salledzed and infinuated in the beginning of the Pctition, and middle of Warner's Caſe to 
the contrary, | 

Nor were there any other Perſon or Perſons employ'd in the propoſing, procuring or 
taking the Caid Subſcriptions, than Mr. William Feud! His preſent Majeſty's Store-keeper 
at Deal, and Mr. Kobir:/or, who was not ſent thither on this Account, as is falſly alledged, 
Lut had been there ſome Months before, in order to retrieve a Hovy ſunk. in the ſmall 
Dow1:, and therefore recommended by Henry Sawyer, Eſq; a Councellor of the Temple, as 
aproper Perſon to Supervize this Work, and Aſſiſt Mr. Fcxdal in procuring the ſaid Sub- 
ſcriptions ; as by the Teſtimony of Captain Smith, who engaged Mr. Ferdall in this Un- 
dertaking, and was twice down himſelf during that Tranſaction, to view and lay out 
the Ground between the North River and Deal, will appear. 

Which Contracts and Subſcriptions were taken on or about the 1 3th. of December, 1694. 
and were in the following Month of February finiſhed, and fent up to Mr. Sawyer, as by 
the Dates of the ſaid Contrafts and Letters from the ſaid Mr. Fexdal and Revinſon moſt 

gently appear, which was Twelve Months before the late Plot : And yet *tis poſitively 
aMrm'd, both in the /ctition, and Warner's Caſe, That the ſaid Subicriptions were taken 
by Cole, alias Hall, together with Robinſon and Geliibrand, at the time of the late Plot, 
when ſearch was made after them, and by no other Perſon. | 

What Credit therefore can be given to Men who take the liberty to aſperſe others iafo 
falſe and ſcandalous a manner ? And to make this more monſtrous, Twelve of the Sub- 

bers to this Peririon are Subſcribers to thoſe very Contrats which apparently con- 
mdict the Peririon in Point of Time, and Matrer of Fact. 
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That Robin/or's Name is mention'd in Sir Fo-n F:imna's Tryal, on Examination appeari 
to be true, but not as a Party concerned in the Plot, as 1s alledged : But ſuppoſe he had 
been employed about the time of the Plot, and had been guilty of Treaſon, Murther of 
any other Capital Crime, that ought no more to affe& this Undertaking, than Mr. Rider's 
Confinement in the Fleer at that time, with many more innocent Gentlemen ; unjef; 
his being deprived of his Liberty then, can be thought a good Argument now to deprive 
him of his Right alſo, though never concerned, directly or indirectly, in any Plot of 


Deſign againſt the King or Goverment. | 
The next Paragraph contains a falſe Recital of Mr. Ridc's Caſe, and from an Inf. 


rence grounded on that Foundation, Warner wou'd laſinuate, that the 25001. raiſed by 
Mr. Rider, ſome months before the Revolution, to defray the Charge and Expence of 
the Patent, and Undertaking, was applicd eight Years after ja a Correſpondence with 
France; which no body ſure but Warmer wou'd offer to this Honourable Houſe, for a 
Reaſon to obſtrut Mr. Rider's Bill, brought in by their Order, after the Matter vf 
Right had been conteſted and determined by them. _ 

And that no New Obje&ion of Warner's may be left unanſwer'd, Mr. Sawyer before- 
mention'd was the Perſon who propos'd to Mr. &:4cr to Raiſe Money to Carry on and 
Accompliſh the ſaid Work and Undertaking ; and upon that ſcore became concerg'd iq 
the Management. But a Diſpute ariſing between them, Whether the Money that had 
been Raiſed, or what was to be Raiſed, ſhould be firſt ſatisfied ; for want of an Accoms 
modation in that Point, the Work was obſtructed, after the Engineer had made his 
Computation, the Ground was laid out, and the Subſcriptions were procured, as hy the 
ſeveral Dravghts,Computations, and Subſcriptions moſt plainly appear. Which Obje&ion 
is now out of doors; lince Mr. Rider is Reſolved, and has Undertaken to Carry on the 
ſaid Work himſelf, in a better and more certain manner, for the Uſe both of the Town 
and Shipping, than Warzer can pretend to ; whoſe chict Expence hath been in ſinking 
Well; which, in the Opinion of the moſt able Engineers, will never ſupply both the 
Town, and Shipping with freſh Water, when any number of Men of War and Mer 


chant Ships are riding and abiding in the Downs, 


And unleſs better Arouments can be produced, to ſupport this Inconſuderate Under» 
taking of Warner*s, than hitherto appears, Mr. Rider bopes be ſhal 
not meet with more Obſtruftions to deprive him of his Right, and hits 
der ſo good and neceſſary a Work ;, which s the Deſign of thas Falſe ar 
Scandalous Petition, and Malicious Caſe of Warners, 
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
